study  of  this  problcn  and  its  conclusion  is  this:- 
^The  Comittc-ois  studios  suggest  that,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  o.  few  ao.sthetj.co.lly  revolting  beaches  I’ound 
the  coast  of  England  and  i, rales,  the  risk  to  health  of  bs.thlng 
in  sGT'7ago  contcininated  sea-water  can,  for  all  practical 
purposes,  be  ignored.
